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0 By money, mercenaries and para-military forces, 
the U. S. continues to intervene in Indo-China. For the 
year 1973 the Administration plans to spend over 2 billion 
dollars in that area. 

0 In Cambodia the Lon Nol Government would not last 
a single day without U. S. backing, which has now moved 
from overt war to covert war.
